1 . Claims 42, 44-50 and 65, as presented in the amendment filed 25 August 2003, 
are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Neuner et al. (US 4,329,068). Neuner ('068) does not disclose or suggest "a 
pair of closely spaced-apart faces that are separated by walls to define a narrow 
interior, wherein one of the faces defines a planar surface on which the polymer array is 
disposed". Particular, Neuner ( £ 068) does not disclose a planar surface on which a 
polymer array is disposed.
